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Report  of  the  President 


To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
The  Members  of  the  Legislature, 

and  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  of  the  (Northern  Anthrar 
cite  Coal  Region,  at  Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  herewith  submit 
reports  covering  the  operation  of  this  Hospital  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  ended  May  31st,  1921,  and  May  31st,  1922,  respectively. 
The  accompanying  statistics  set  forth  in  detail  the  work  done 
in  each  department. 

The  total  bed  days  for  the  year  ended  May  31st,  1921,  were 
51,380,  and  for  the  year  ended  May  31st,  1922,  were  56,514,  as 
compared  with  49,  621  for  the  year  ended  May  31st,  1920.  The 
total  number  of  Dispensary  visits  were  14,718  for  the  year 
ended  May  31st,  1921,  and  18,244  for  the  year  ended  May  31st, 
1922,  as  compared  with  12,780  for  the  year  ended  May  31st, 
1920.  These  figures  indicate  the  continued  increasing  demands 
upon  the  Hospital. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  ended  May  31st,  1922, 
was  $3.15  per  day,  and  $3.39  per  day  for  the  year  ended  May 
31st,  1921.  These  figures  compare  favorably  with  costs  of  other 
general  hospitals  of  like  size  and  character. 

At  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature,  in  1921,  we  requested 
an  appropriation  of  $250,000.00  for  Maintenance  for  the  en- 
suing two  years,  ending  May  31st,  1923,  which  amount  was 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Charties,  but  the  Legislature 
appropriated  only  $236,000.00,  and  finally  the  Governor  in 
approving  the  bill  further  reduced  the  appropriation  to  $200, 
000.00.  Had  the  full  amount  of  $250,000.00  been  appropriated, 
as  requested  by  us,  we  would  be  able  to  operate  the  Hospital 
without  incurring  a  deficit  in  our  Maintenance  account  covering 
this  biennium.     However,  as  a  result  of  the  inadequate  appro-

nidation  received,  we  unfortunately  are  again  confronted  with 
a  deficiency  to  meet  which  an  appropriation  will  be  requested 
at  the  next  Session  of  the  Legislature. 

As  outlined  in  our  last  report,  an  addition  to  our  Nurses' 
Home  and  a  new  Dining  Room  and  Kitchen  for  the  Nurses 
are  badly  needed.  In  compliance  with  our  request,  the  Legis- 
lature appropriated  $47,000.00  for  the  Nurses'  Home  addition, 
and  $35,000.00  for  the  Dining  Room  and  Kitchen,  but  the 
Governor  in  approving  the  Bill  reduced  the  former  item  to 
$20,000.00  and  the  latter  item  to  $15,000.00,  with  the  result 
that  neither  sum  was  sufficient  for  the  purpose  intended,  and 
we  accordingly  have  been  deprived  of  these  very  greatly  needed 
improvements. 

We  also  pointed  out  in  our  last  report  the  need  of  additional 
Laundry  capacity,  as  well  as  more  Dispensary  room,  but  no 
funds  were  appropriated  for  these  improvements. 

It  has  been  our  constant  endeavor  to  conduct  the  Hospital 
on  a  highly  efficient  basis  and  to  furnish  such  service  as  fully 
will  meet  the  needs  of  the  community,  but  obviously  this  is 
impossible  without  proper  facilities  and  equipment,  and  these 
cannot  be  provided  unless  ample  funds  are  appropriated  there- 
for. We  again  call  your  attention  to  these  necessities  and  ask 
for  your  earnest  consideration  of  our  request  for  funds  with 
which  to  provide  same. 

The  Trustees  express  their  grateful  appreciation  to  all 
Staff  members  for  their  efficient  and  loyal  services,  and  to  all 
others  who  by  their  interest  and  co-operation  have  contributed 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  tlie>   Acceptance  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
of  a  Conveyance  of  tJie  Real  Estate,  Building's  and  Personal  Property 
of  tlie  Lackawanna  Hospital  of  Seranton,  Pennsylvania,  to  be  used 
as   a   State   Hospital   for  the    Northern    Anthracite    Coal   Region  of 
Pennsylvania;  Providing  for  the  Incorporation  of  "The  Trustees  of 
the  State  Hospital  of  tiie  Northern  Anthracite  Coal  Region  of  Penn- 
sylvania"  and   for   the   Management   of   the   same;    and   making  an 
Appropriation  for  the  Repair  and  Improvement  thereof. 
Whereas,  The  Lackawanna  Hospital  of  Seranton,  Pennsylvania,  has, 
since  its  organization  under  special  charter  from  the  Legislature  in  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one,  maintained  a  public  hospital 
and  dispensary  in  the  City  of  Seranton,  Pennsylvania,  for  the  reception 
and  care  of  the  sick  and  injured  of  that  city  and  vicinity;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  at  present  no  State  Hospital  for  the  Northern 
Anthracite  Coal  Region,  although  such  a  one  is  imperatively  required, 
and  the  said  Lackawanna  Hospital  of  Seranton,  Pennsylvania,  whose 
hospital  is  located  in  the  center  of  said  region  and  convenient  of  access 
to  every  part  thereof,  are  willing  to  convey  to  the  State  their  property 
in  said  City  of  Seranton  to  be  used  and  managed  as  a  State  Hospital  for 
the  reception  and  care  of  the  sisk  and  injured  of  said  district;  Therefore, 
Section  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met  an  it 
is  hereby  enacted  bv  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  the  Governor  of 
this  Commonwealth  is  hereby  authorized  on  behalf  of  this  Commonwealth, 
immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  accept  a  conveyance  and 
transfer  by  deed  in  fee  simple  from  the  Lackawanna  Hospital  of  Seranton 
Pennsylvania,  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  of  all  the  re 
estate,  buildings  and  personal  property  of  said  hospital,  and  upon  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  said  deed,  the  Governor  shall  cau' 
same  to  be  recorded  in  the  proper  county.
